“ The following new Ordinance, for regulating the 
“ Field- Equipages and Tables of the general Offi- 
“ cers of the King’s Armies, &c. bears Date the 
“ of April 1707. 
‘His Majefty being inform’d,that the Ordinances 
he has formerly caus’'d to be made for regu- 
‘ lating the Equipages of the General Officers, and 
‘ ofthe Troops in his Armies, and in what Manner 
‘ their Tables thali be ferv’d when they are in the 
‘ Field, have not been intirely obferv'd and execu- 
‘ted, and that the Inconveniencies which he de- 
‘ fign'd to prevent by thofe of the ift of February 
‘1703 and of the rft of April 1705, do ftill fre- 
‘ quently happen, and bein 
‘to their Continuance. His Majefty has ordes’d 
‘ and orders, that the {aid Ordinances fhall be com- 
‘ plied with and obferv’d, in ali Particulars that are 
‘nor contrary to whis prefent Ordinance ; it being 
‘ his Intention that-during the approaching and the 
‘ future Campaigns, the Lieutenant Generals, Ma- 
‘ jors General, Brigadiers ; and other General Of- 
‘ ficers of his Armies, as alfo the Collonels of Foor, 
‘ Horfe, and Dragoons, and other Officers, and the 
‘ Volunteers that keep Tables, thall have them 
* ferv’d only with Soups, Fleth or Fowl roafted, 
‘ Ragouts of Butcher's Meat; and for the De- 
* ferr, Cheefe, Butter, #Pruit raw or cook’d ; but no 
* Sweetmeats, Biskets, or Marchpanes. Thus they 
‘ will be able to bear the Charge of keeping their 


‘ Tables, and to invite to them the greater Number —

* Baggage and as many Horfes as they thal} judge 
neceflary, 

‘ That every Lieutenant General thall have only 
“ 2 or 3 Waggors or Carts, and 40 Horfes in all, as 
* well for himfelf and Retinue, as for the {aid Wag- 
* gons ; or one Waggon and 30 Horfes in all. 

* Every Brigadier, and Collonel. of Foot or Horfe, 
* one Waggon and 20 Horfesin all 

* Lieurenant Collonels, Captains and other Su- 
baltern Officers, thall’ have no heavy Baggage, 
‘ either Waggon or Cart, nor any other Wheel- 

triage whatfoever : Such Officers excepted, who 

* becaufe of the Indifpofition or Infirmity may 
fwanta Chaife. 
_ His Majefty thinks fr’ that each Bassallion shall 
* have two Sutlers Waggons or Carts, provided the 
‘ fame be drawn by 4 good Morfes each, = 

* That a Regiment of Horfe or Dragoons, whe- 
. ther of two or three Squadrons, hall likewife have 
Sutlers with two Waggons or Carts; Which 

Sulters may encamp..with the Regiment ; and if 
* they have other Sutlefs, they thall not have Wheel- 
bur only, with Panniers of the 
‘ like,

‘ The other Sulters that have Wheel-Carriages, 
* fhall be oblig’d to encamp in the King’s Quaiter, 
* or inthe Quarters of the General Officers on the 
* Right or Left, in fuch Places as Mali be mark’d 
* out for them by the Provott of the Army or his 
Officers; the Number of which Suilers is not 
* reftrain’d, provided they have their Waggons or 
* Carts drawn by at leaft 4 good Horfes each. 

‘ Every Regiment of Horfe Dragoons or Foot, 
* fhall be allow'd to have a Baker with one Wag- 
* gon drawn likewife by 4 good Horfe. 

‘ If it happen that the Regiments of Horfe Dra- 
: = or Foot be not provided with Surlers or 
* Bakers with Waggons; the Collonel or other 
* Officers of fuch Regiment hall nor on that ac- 
* count be permitted to have Waggons of their 
* own inftead of the Sulter’s or Baker’s, unlefs for 
‘ fabGifting the Regiment. 

‘And whereas it may happen that many general 


* Officers may have Vintners or Sellers of Wine, 
© attend them inro Id: His Majefty orders, 


* that the faid Selloff Wine thall encamp in the 
* Quarter wherein fuch General Officers fhall be, 
* with the other Sellers of Wine ; and he moft ex- 
‘ prefly forbids the faid General Officers to lodge 
* them with their other Equipage. 

‘ His Majefty moft exprefly forbids all Gene- 
* ral Officers, Collonels and other Officers of his 
* Armies, to make Ufe of any Provifion-Waggon ; 
© and forbids the Direétors of the Provifions to fur- 
‘nith any fuch Waggon to any Perfon what 
* ever. 

‘*Tis bis Majefty’s Defire, that thofe who 
* fhall command his Armies in Chief, conform 
* themfelves to his Pleafure declar’d’ in this Ordi- 
* nance, and take Care to fend him the Names of 
* fuch as break it, who he declares hall be re- 
* mov’d from ferving in the Field, ard ftay in 
* fome Place near the Frontier during the Cam- 
paign.
